National flag of the 
United States, 


was first unfurled in tho battle on 
the tanks of tho 
Brandywtne, 147 


years 
ago today. 
This battlo in 


which the German mercenaries, led 
by Baron Knyphausen took a prom- 
inent part, and in which General La- 
fayette -was badly wounded, 
was a 


defeat 
for Washington, though by 


exceptional 
strategy 
and skill he 


was able to extricate 
the Patriot 


army and make a retreat to Chester. 
The American flag received its first 
baptism of blood in this conflict, but 
it had been previously displayed at 
Fort Schuyler, on the site of the 
present city of Rome, N. Y. This 
garrison niado the 
banner by cut- 


ting up sheets to form the white 
stripes, bits of scarlet cloth for the 
red stripes and the blue ground for 
the stars was cut from a cloth cloak. 
The great Admiral Paul Jones was 
the first to display 
the Stars and 


Stripes on a naval vessel when he 
sailed from Portsmouth, N. H., ojj 
the U. S. S. Ranger on November 1. 
1777.

This is suggestive ot the 'Soonest 


School of Opinion which began three 
years ago In the old fishing- village 
ot Siasconset, Massachusetts, at a 
gathering of a score or more writers, 
dramatists, scientists and psycholo- 
gists who sat around the tables and 
discussed the questions ot the day. 
They talked freely, expansively and 
indulged 
their 
enthusiasms 
and 


ideals. Other people gathered around 
them and by the end of September 
two hundred and fifty people had be- 
come a School of Opinion, which has 
grown into an established institution 
on the Island of Nantucket, whose 
harbors seventy-five years ago claim- 
ed upwards of three hundred whal- 
ing vessels as their home. 
Year by 


year the school has attracted aa in- 
creasing group of men and women 
from the universities, editorial rooms 
and from the arts to talk about the 
(.things that seem to them more im- 
portant in the world. 
The second 


session of the school was devoted to 
man and man's world, while this 
year's session which opened Septem- 
ber 1st, is concerned with American 
civilization, what it is and what it is 
likely to become. 
James Harvey 


Uobinson, the author of "The Mind 
in the Making." gave direction to 
the school, which is more like the 
mediaeval college of Europe than 
like the modern American 
univer- 


sity. 
The lecture room is open to 


the seaa and the moors. Lectures 


j are informal and 
intimate: 
they 


even smoke in the class room and 
between lectures they play upon the 
lawns, go in batbing, organize folk 
dancing, dramatics 
and musicales. 


The human mind is the 
principal 


thing and instructin IB by the spok- 
en word rather than through text 
books. 


Dr. Frederick C. Howe, the direc- 


tor of the school, believes that every 
man and every woman 
has unex- 


plored enthusiasm and 
possibilities 


in life, which If they can be dis- 
covered and aroused will increase 
happiness 
as well 
as 
efficiency. 


"Opinion," 
he says, 
"moves 
the 


world. 
Men like Emerson, Lincoln, 


Walt Whitman, William James and 
George Bernard Shaw have 
created 


values for the world and shaped' its 
course. America needs individuality. 
It needs personalities. The human 
mind Js the most important thing. 
It is far more important than gaso- 
line engines or flying machines.' Men 
should be encouraged to believe in 
themselves, in the worth whiteness 
of life and in making it what they 
will. And this is the motive of the 
school. It awakens personality. 
It 


stimulates enthusiasm. It aims to 
destroy inhibitions." 


Among the speakers at the Sep- 


tember session are Sinclair Lewis, 
the novelist, Everett Dean 
Martin, 


the director of the People's Institute, 
a 
popular university 
at 
Cooper 


Union, New York; Horace M. Kel- 
len, the literary executor of William 
James; Harry W. L. Dana, 
the 


dramatic critic; Dr. Walton H. Ham- 
ilton, formerly of Amherst and now 
of Washington, D. C.; Lewis Gan- 
nett, one of the editors of the Nation, 
and Dr. Albert L. Crane, 
formerly 


chief psychologist, of the 
Institute 


for Juvenile Research, Chicago. 


The school has gathered 
around 


itself an increasing group of literary 
men and scientists who spend their 
summers at 
Siasconset. 
Among 


them are Bruce Bliven, editor of the 
New Republic, 
George 
Middleton, 


the dramatist, and Floyd Dell, the 
novelist; while Kenneth 
McGowan, 


director of the 
Provincetown the- 


atre; 
Herbert 
Adams 
Gibbons, 


traveler and author; 
Stephen 
H. 


Duggan of the 
Carnegie 
Institute 


and Professor Elton Mayo of 
the 


University of Pennsylvania 
have

SEEDIXG THE 


Right Kind of Seed Mixture Most 
Important—Fall Seeding Advocated. 


Establishing new lawns or 
re- 


juvenating old lawns may well 
be 


done in the fall of the year accord- 
Ing to the seed analyst at the New 
York State Agricultural Experiment 
Station at Geneva wflo advocates fail 
seeding because the grass can make 
an earlier start in the spring when 
sown at this season. Aside from the 
time o£ seeding, tho battle is 
half 


won in malting a pood lawn 
with 


the use of clean, vigorous seed mix- 
tures containing the right kind of 
grosses for lawn 
seeding, declares 


this authority who warns against 
the dangers of poor lawn grass mix- 
tures. 


Many mixtures have boen 
placed 


on tho market as lawn grass mix- 
tures which, upon 
examination at 


the State Seed Laboratory, have 
been found to contain a high 
per- 


centage of chaff and dirt and many 
kinds of weed seeds, and to be made 
up quite largely of grasses 
entitely 


unsuited for lawn purposes. 
Suchj 


mixtures are usually sold in five and[ 
ten cent stores 
and 
elsewhere in 


pasteboard boxes holding 7 ounces 
or less in order to evade the terms 
of the seed law, which 
rpquires a 


statement as to the 
composition of 


grass mixtures sold m quantities of 
8 ounces or more. 


The purchase of high grade Ken- 


tucky bluegrass seed and redtop seed 
and mixing them at home at the rate 
of two part bluegrass to one part 
redtop is advocated as an excpllentj 
means of securing a really desirable i 
general purpose lawn grass mixture. 
A small amount of white dutch 
clover may be added to tho mixture 
if one likes clover. 
This mixturo 


should be sovrn at the rate of one- 
half ounce per square yard for old 
lawns or one ounce per square .yard 
for a new lawn and should be raked 
in lightly.

lished by the station in Bulletin No 
516, which is now available for free 
distribution. 


"In 
western 
New York apple 


orchards that are well drained, prop- 
erly cultivated and supplied with or- 
ganic matter and humus by means 
of cover crops, commercial fertilizers 
are not needed." says Dr. U. P. Hed- 
rick, station 
horticulturist who is 


joint author with Prof. H. B. Tukey, 
associate horticulturist, of the re- 
port describing the experiments up- 
on which this statement is based. 
"In the sod 
orchards 
it has been 


shown 
repeatedly 
that fertilizers 


containing nitrogen ars 
decidedly 


beneficial. 
Orchards 
on 
sandy, 


gravelly soil of low fertility or on 
shallov.-, drouthy ground 
may re- 


spond to fertilizer 
treatment, and 


the station experiment would net be 
a safe guide under such conditions. 
For the bettor iruit soils of western 
New Yorlc, 
however, it is evident 


that careful cultivation and atten- 
tion to pruning, spraying and other 
orchard operations will 
give more 


satisfaction and will be much more 
economical than the use of commer- 
cial fertilizers " 


A Fruit Grower's Test. 


"So many things may affect an 


apple tree, however, and orchard con- 
ditions m.iy v.ny so widely that th'e 
results obtained in the station ex- 
periments 
do 
not necessarily hold 


for other orchards. 
It ma} be worth 


while, therefore, lor the fruit grower 
to make his-,own fertiliser test. 
If 


the orchard is not bearing as well as 
might be expected or does not seem 
as vigorous us it should, it might be 
bu.st to look first to 
the drainage, 


cultivation, pruning, 
spraying and 


other orchard 
practices before re- 


sorting to fertilizers, as often closer 
attention to good 
orchard manage- 


ment will correct the trouble. 


"If fertilize!s seem to be needed, 


a simple plan foi lading out a tost in 
the home orchard is given in the 
station bulletin. 
Such a test does 


not require any elaborate prepara- 
tion nor 
a great 
deal of time or 


work. 
Care must 
be exercised in 


keeping records, it the tests are to 
mean anything, and they should be 
continued for at least three years. 
Those who are interested should ap- 
ply to the station 
for 
detailed in- 


structions on how 
to conduct the

FARMERS SHOULD THINK 


BEFORE BUYIXG-TRUCKS. 


Farmers who are considering buy- 


ing a motor truck should ask them- 
selves two questions, V. B. Hart, of 
the state college'of agriculture at 
Ithaca, says in a new bulletin enti- 
tled "Farm Motor Trucks in New 
York." 


The first question should be, "Will 


it pay?" and the second, "Is there 
any better way to invest money that 
would be spent for a truck?" He 
says that the following points should 
be considered in answering the two 
questions: Amount of hauling to be 
done; time and value of horse labor 
that a truck would save; first cost 
and probable operating 
cost of a 


suitable truck compared with cost of 
hauling with horses; probable length 
of time snow and mud would pre- 
vent use of a truck; probable devel- 
opment of new and improved high- 
ways in the section; and the possi- 
bility of developing new markets by 
means of a truck. 


If after a consideration of these 


points it appears that a truck would 
be a good financial investment for 
the 
farm 
business, 
and that the 


money could not .be more profitably 
invested somewhere else, the farmer 
is safe in buying one. 


The farm motor truck is an im- 


portant, factor in increasing the food 
supply, Mr. Hart declares, 
for the 


use of trucks has made it possible 
profitably to raise bulky and perish- 
able products at a greater distance 
from 
a 
railroad 
than 
formerly. 


Especially is this true of market 
milk, fresh fruits 
and vegetables. 


Shis bringing of more remote land 
into intensive use and widening of 
the farmer's 
market 
means that 


more food will reach the consuming 
public and that more feed and fer- 
tilizer will reach the farm.

The 
learned professor would appear to in- 
dicate the Ignorant as the class among 
whom alone superstition prevails. But 
a little observation will show thnt su- 
perstition Is confined to no one class, 
but exists, though less ostentatiously, 
among the cultivated and high placed; 
and he who most loudly boasts of his 
freedom from its trammels is often 
found to be secretly influenced by su- 
perstitions inherited from the lost 
ages. 
He has his pet nuperstltlons 


and hides them; perhaps jams them 
down into his subconscious self and 
flouts them. 
But they exist and they 


are his, and they influence him. The 
savage and the peasant, on the other 
hand, display their superstitions un- 
blushingly.

law prescribes different punishments 
in the alternatives. 


"For the 
crime 
of murder, the 


statute declares: 
" 'Whoever is guilty of murder, 


shall suffer the punishment of death, 
or imprisonment in the penitentiary 
for his natural life, or for a term not 
less than fourteen years.' 
" 'If the accused is found guilty 


by a jury, they shall fix the punish- 
ment by their verdict; upon a plea of 
guilty, the punishment shall be fixed 
by the court.' 
' 


"For the crime of kidnapping for 


ranson, the statute reads: 
" 'Whoever is guilty of kidnap- 


ping for ransom shall suffer death, 
or be punished by imprisonment in 
the penitentiary for life, or any term 
not less than five years.' 


"Under the 
plea of guilty, the 


duty of determining the punishment 
devolves upon the court and the law 
indicates no rule or policy for the 
guidance of his discretion. 


"In reaching his decision the court 


would have welcomed the 
counsel 


and support of others. 
In some 


states the legislature ,in its wisdom 
has provided for a bench of three 
judges to determine the penalty in 
cases such as 
this. 
Nevertheless, 


the court is willing to meet his re- 
sponsibilities. 
It would have been 


the path of least resistance 
to im- 


pose the extreme penalty of the law. 
In choosing imprisonment instead of 
death, the court is moved chiefly by 
the consideration of the age of 
the 


defendants, boys of 18 and 19 years. 
It is not for the court to say that he 
will not in any case enforce capital 
punishment as an alternative, 
but 


the court believes that it is within 
his province to decline to impose the 
sentence of death on persons who 
are not of full age. 
,. "This determination appears to be 
in accordance with the progress of 
criminal law all over the world and 
with the 
dictates 
of enlightened 


humanity. More than that, it seems 
to be in accordance with the pre- 
cedents hitherto observed 
in this 


state. 
The records o* Illinois show 


only two cases of minors who were 
put to death 
by legal' process—to 


'which number the court 
does not 


feel inclined to make an addition. 


"Life imprisonment may not, at 


the moment, strike the public imagi- 
nation as forcibly as would death by 
hanging; but to the offenders, par- 
ticularly of the type they are, the 
prolonged suffering of -ears of con- 
finement may well be the 
severer 


form of retribution and expiation. 


"The court feels it proper to add 


a final word concerning the effect of 
the parole law upon the punishment 
of these defendant^ In the case of 
such atrocious crimes, it is entirely 
within the discretion of the depart^ 
ment of public welfare, never to ad- 
mit these defendants to parole. To 
such a policy, the court urges them 
Btrictly to adhere. If this course Is 
persevered 
in, 'the punishment of 


these defendants will 
both satisfy 


the ends of Justice and safeguard the 
Interests of society.
